Acting under their emergency 
powers, on motion of, Selectman 
Charles H. Black,Monday night, 
the Board of Selectmen voted 
authorization for any Wilming- 
ton landowner to build Pall- 
out Shelters on his property, 
consistent with the regulations 
of Civil Defense, and building 
and health laws of the town, 

The emergency vote was unex- 
pected but consistent with the 
Previous history of the Board 
of Selectmen, who are very 
much aware of the present 
crises. 

Minot Anderson, Building In- 
spector of Wilmington had pre- 
pared plans for temporary is- 
suance of permits, until such 
time as a Town Meeting could 
approve of the proposals, He 
read the proposals to the Sel- 
ectmen to get their reaction - 
and even after he had left 
their meeting did not realize 
that the Emergency Powers of 
the Selectmen had been invoked

to strenthen his proposals. 
under the new regulations 
fallout shelters must be ap- 
proved by the juilding Inspec- 
tor and others, before con- 
struction can be started, but 
fall-out shelters can now be 
legally built, in the Town of 
Wilmington. 

Rnergency Soard Proposed 
Anderson also proposed, in a 
separate letter, written to 
the Selectmen and Town Counsel 
that an Emergency Board be set 
up, consisting of the Civil 
Defense Director, the Building 
Inspector and a member of the 
Planning Board which board 
would be empowered, under un- 
animous vote to approve of 
structures, and their bcations 
which were designed to protect 
residents against enemy action 
No comment was made by the 
Selectmen on the second pro- 
posal, which was also read in 
the Planning Board meeting 
Tuesday night. 


ROBERTO TO APPEAL 


WHA DECISION

Meuse, George Roberto, Trea- 
surer of the company, and ano- 
ther attorney by the name of 
Reardon were present at the 
Housing Authority office on 
Deming Way, Tuesday night, to 
hear the Housing Authority de- 
cision, Roberto claims that 
the sum of $18,020.70 is due 
him as the General Contractor 
at the Old Age Housing Project 
Meuse served notice, at the 
end of the hearing which had 
disapproved many of the claims 
by saying ‘I Appeal’, and then 
walking out. It is presumed he 
will appeal to the State 
Housing Board, 

Part of the monies claimed by 
Roberto represented a claim on 
work by the roofer, at the 
project. In a court finding 
the price had been reduced by 
$300, but the sum of $7294.36 
had been held in escrow by the 
fousing Authority. 

Other monies claimed were for 
differences in union scales, a 
claim that the Housing Author- 
ity allowed.

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WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
WATER MAIN TO EAMES STREET? 


Water Department employees have begun the 
job of laying a 12 inch water main from the new 
Chestnut Street wellfield to the water main on 
Chestnut Street, a 12 inch main which goes to 
the new standpipe off Hillside Way. 

Such work is of course needed, but the pro- 
blem of connecting the new standpipe with the 
rest of the town by an adequate main is still 
unsettled. A eight tinch main goes up Chestnut 
Street to Burlington Avenue. A twelve inch main 
was planned to connect Chestnut Street with 
Main Street, via Butters Row, but ran into 
trouble at theTown Meeting last spring. The 
abuttors objected to a cost of $3.94 a foot and 
in the confusion of the meeting the voters 
sustained the objectors. 

The Water Department is now giving serious 
consideration to a plan in which a twelve inch 
main would be laid from the well field directly 
to the corner of Main and Eames Street. 

Disregarding any problems of financing the 
idea most certainly has merit. It would connect 
the new well field directly to the industrial 
plants of Greer, National Polychemicals, etc 
and Avco, and without having to cross any rail- 
road tracks, or similar engineering problems. 


REFRESHING 


The prompt action of the Selectmen, Monday 
night, in the invocation of their emergency 
powers to enable the building of fallout shel- 
ters in Wilmington, was refreshing. 

As a board our Selectmen are probably as 
alert as any governing body in the country to 
the dangers in today's international tension.

Dear Sir: 

After a rather short 
but not completely unwelcome 
drought, the silly season has 
returned.

I had thought of appealing 
for a return to reason; how- 
ever, I realize that reason is 
not a right or even a privil- 
ege of such a small minority - 
no one else seems to mind this 
racket since all but one part- 
icipate in this program of 
power noise making. Nonethe~ 
less it does seem strange that 
we have laws that provide pen- 
alties for having unmuffled 
automobiles when such noise is 
sweet and fleeting compared to 
a weekend armada of power mow- 
ers.

From not an entirely unsel- 
fish motive I would propose 
that the Town's By-Laws be a- 
mended to provide that mowing 
lawns with unmuffled power 
mowers be limited to a fifteen 
minute period on Saturday morn 
ings from 11:30 to 11:45, This 
would accomplish many things; 
(1) The deafening decibels 
would be limited. (2) The re- 
sulting concentration of nox- 
ious fumes might incite enough 
indignation to ban the use of 


power mowers completely. 


(3) 
Pushing a power mower at the 
resulting necessary fast trot 
or slow gallop might provide 
the exercise lost when pushing 
power mowers at the normal 
rate of speed. (4) And lastly, 
we might save ourselves from 
further encroachment from that 
area of unmitigated and con- 
centrated power - Washington. 
If I read the trends correctly 
the Administration is c mcern- 
ed, among many other things, 
with our television progran- 
ing, our physical unfitness to 
say nothing of mobilizing all 
of our resources; therefore, it 
does not require clairvoyance 
to see compulsory calisthenics 
via regulated television. 
To all owmers of power mowers 
‘compulsory calisthenics’ 
should be a call to arms, After 
all noise is noise but flab is 
here to stay.
